OF KILLING SMITH

William Seal Lays Crinic at Feet
of Jenkins, Whose Confession

Puts Murder on Seal.

THE NEIGHBORS ARE AROUSEC

Many People from the Section o
the Cvime at Culpeper and Say

Feeling Runs High.

CULPEPER, VA., September 19.-
Thls town was much enllvened to-
day by tho presence of a number oi
denlzens of the mountaln fastnesse;
of Culpeper nnd Rappahannock coun¬
tles, some friends, atl nelghbors, oi
William Seal and hls sou-ln-law
Byrd Jenklas, in Jall hero for tho fou
murder of AVIlllam Smith. son-ln-law
and brother-ln-law hlmself, respec
tlvely, to Seal and .lonkins.
All the comers from the nolghbor-

hood to-day reported that the feollnf
was blttor and intense, and growiiij.
agalnst Seal and Jenklns, somo o
them saying that lt would not bi
surprlslng- If a mob camo from theli
nelghborhood to tako them out of jal
and hang thom, but the sherlff say:
that thls cannot be done.

AVilllani Seal, in an interview In tht
jail thls ovenlng, aald that he bellove
hls son-ln-Iaw, Jenklns, kllled Smith
and that Jenklns, who Uved at Seal'
house, was away all lnst Sunday, th
day of the night of tho murder, untl
9 o'clock that night; that ho was no
there to hls -supper; that' on. comlni
into the house he complained of belni
sick at the stomach, and appeared ver;
much agltatell, antl on belng nskei
what kept hlm away so late sald h
was too sick to talk; that later i:
the night Jenklns was heard to sa;
that he guessed he, prestunably mean
Ing William Smith, was fixed now. an
whero ho would not harni anybod
elso.

Seal, who detatled tlils conversatlo
to-day as between hlmself and Jen
kins, does not yet know that Jonkln
ln hls testimony beforo the coroner dl
rectly charged hlm wlth tho murde
of Smith.
Jenklns In hls cell somo feot awa

from the cell of Seal durlng this in
terylew, stood for the moBt part en
tlrely mute, only saying ln respons
to question.? that ho know nothln
about the Killlng of Smith hlmself, bt
that "old man Senl must hnvo don
it."

City Attorney Pollarrl's oplnion, that
members of the Council do not vlolatd
tho Codo of Vlrginia In acceptlng sub-
contracts from tlio city, was not tho
only development that came out in-
connectlon wlth the graft Investlgatlon
yesterday. Tho Commlttee on Relief ol
tlie Poor had another sesslon and re¬
celved a report, preparod by Clty Ac-
coiintaut Crenshaw, whlch threw fresh
llght upon the wood scandal at thc
City Home. The showing dld not re-
llect crecllt upon tho management of
that Instltutlon, Dr. Wllliams and Gra¬
ham- B. Hobson objecting strenuously
to a vote of commendatlon ln vlew o(
the record.

Mr. Crenshaw's report showed thal
withln tho past two years tlvo cords ot
wood hnd been hauled from the Instl¬
tutlon to the residence of Isadore Loy-.
cnsteln. at that time assistant super-
Intenclent. Comlng to the rescue of hl«
former' associate, Superlntendent Davls
said that' Mr. Lovensteln had bought
wood for dellvery at the Clty Home.
The fact was also brought out that
there wns a dlscrepancy In tho ac-
t-ount!<. showing the amount of wooi
dellvered und recelved, thls shortag*
aggregattng about forty-live cords ln
threo -years. By far the most setisa-
tional charge, however, was lodged by
.Mr. Hobson, to the effect that Charlea
Gunst, th«> c;ontractor, had bought wood
from dealers which could not be sold
to the public nud liad turned it over to
the home at the rate of $5 a cord.

Slirlnkngc Only Normal.
There was a iong dlscussion as to a

resolutlon, finally modlflod to read that
thu forty-five cords represented shrlnk-
nge.or stoalage, the dlscrepancy belng
no moro than normal. In thls shape lt
was adopted. Dr. Wllliams and Mr.
Hobson voting agalnst lt. The recom-
mendatlons of Accountant Crenshaw
as to changes In tho method of keep-
lng wood records woro adoptod.
Whilo members wero on tho wood

sub.iect. Dr. Wllliams got the floor.
"Mr. Crenshaw," he sald, "ln tho ex-

nmlnation of the wood. dld you find thc
niggor ln the woodpllo?"

"Yes," sald the accountant. "but hc
was employed there to saw it."
As this was not tho Indlvldiial thc

graft seokers are after, the commlttee
let It pass.
After referring to the matteri

brought out ln tho report of Dr. "Wil-
llanis. Clty Attorney Pollard went dl-
rectly at tho questlon, and agreod wltl
hls prodocessor. Mr. Meredith, thal
Counellmen could be subcontractors
He declared, however, that ln hls opln¬
ion "lt is not proper for tho chairmar
of a subcommlt.teo to bocomo a sub-
contractor for work under the clrcum
stances stated. To recognizo tho pro
prlety ot such a practice would leavi
wldo open the door for the grosses
wrong to tho clty."
